It 
is  eery  kind  of  Dr.  Siemens  to  come  for¬ 
ward  sfith  «n  en.irely  new  theory,  which 
holds  o*t  the  h»pe  that  the  men  of  ecience 
ar#  all  kron-j  with  tbe  r  dismal  fo-ebodinj*, 
and  iliafi  tb#  creation  lit  not  schemed  on  the 
Voor  footing  of  a  Germfcn  #to*a  or  a  subur¬ 
ban  gae  company.  The  learned  irrmiaster 
and  phyaiciit  believes  that  the  sun  may 
very  w*ll  go  on’iCuniiiianug  and  warming 
onr  world  aud  the  family  of  sister  planet* 

>  for  au  mdefluite,  if  not  infinite^  time.  He 
supposes  interstellar  space  to  be  tilled  with 
an  extremely  attenuated  hydrogen,  and  in¬ 
terplanetary  apace  with  denr.er  gus,  albeit 
more  rarefied  than  the  atmosphere  drawn 
rouud  each  worjd.  The  ean,  he  thinks, 
■whirling  on  its  axis,  draws  into  its  poles 
the  thin  hydrogeu,  hydrocarbon  and  oxy¬ 
gen  of  eur  sphere,  and  these,  being  kindled, 
are  projected  outward  at. hia  equator  into 
apace.  The  accepted  view  is  that  the  heal 
and  light  there  developed  and  radiate  I  per-' 
iah,  as  far  as  we  are  concerned,  except  for 
the  small  portion  arrested  by  each  solar 
satellite;  but  Dr.  Siemeas  argues  that  this 
heat  and  light  do  their  chief  work' in  de- 
c oni posing  the  carbonic  oxide  and  watery  , 
vapor  which  were  produced  by  the  kindling 
at  the  solar  poles,  no  that  the  sun  itself  per- 
ipeinalfy  reuews  its  own  anppliea,  and  re- 
atorea  by  iti  euergy  the  waste  matter  which 
has  fed  that  euergy.  The  theory  ia  much 
too  technical  and  complicated  to  be  here 
discussed,  and  we  should  offer  a  bod  com¬ 
pliment  to  its  ingenious  author  even  to  *t- 
tempt  such  a  task.  Dr.  Siemens,  however, 
has  h.»d  great  experience  with  the  pheno¬ 
mena  of  radiated  heat,  and  hia  applications 
of  the  new  view  to  the  nature  of  the  sodi* 
acal  light  and  of  coiueta  is  particularly 
striking.  Of  course  it  is  startling  to  hear 
of  koaiething  in  our  own  system  which 
closely  resembles  perpetual  motion ;  and 
tho~#  who  mamiam  that  everything  cornea 
to  an  end,  and  tba:  all  mechanical  energy 
must  be  gradually  degraded  ami  metamor¬ 
phosed,  will  be  alow  to  receive  the  new  sng- 
gaaliiwi  —ln-ndun  TeiegrapK.
